She was 
questioned as to the trouble which lod her 
to such a rash attompt, and told thoso 
about hor that ehe had: lost fier son, and 
hud no one on whom to rely. Hor husband 
was avay working on one.of the boats in 
Hongkong. She took a trip to Hongkong 
with a view to looking him up, but failed 
to find him. She ind spont all shd bad 
and wished to getunr ‘to’ Canton to her 
relatives who werd living at Honan, But

A Sane View. 


Tu the cutirse of a lending article on the 


abgvo subject the ‘Japan Chronicle” after |” 


enumoroting some of the ctitcisms recently 
pussed on Japan rays :+It is this diffedlty 
of reconciling professionand practice which 
is bound to produce: suspicion nnd -en- 
eournge friction. Ono the other hand, it 
is difficult to understand the framo of mind 
which ub any time. bolieved that Japan's 
action with regard to Manchuria was actuat- 
ed by altruistic motives.” Nations do not 
4d act, and Japan is in this respect no. worse 
than others. Had sho been genuinely 
concerned for the restoration to Chins of 
her full sovereign rights, Port . Arthur 
would now be-a Chinese fortress and the 
South Manchurian Railway.a Chinese line, 
What happened wus that Japan simply took 
tho place of Russia, us most other Powers 
in the present undeveloped state of interna; 
ional inoratity, wauld have done, nnd tho 


-]| dislike and suspicion which Russia formetly 


attracted to herself by reason of her policy 
in Manchuria is now the lot of Japan. Both 
Rossin ond Japan made declarations about 
tho ‘opon door” to all nationalities 
which’ were no doubt equally sincore 
Dut in both enses these declarations had to 
bo carried autAy officists whe by circum. 
stunces nnd natural inclination were beam 
twineline to their own naticnails where a 
number of warring interests wore at stake. 
The policy which Japan has unfortunately 
pursued of extending her energies beyond 
hor own boundaries makes her an object 
of suspicion to all other uationa having 
interests.in Eastern’ Asia, and it way well 
he doubted if the extension of territory 
and influence obtained {s commensurate 
with the hostility incurred. 


THE BOXING CHAMPIONSHIP. 
A Miserable Fight. 


Great interest was taken last night says 
the ‘* Standard” of Feb. #1, in the meet- 
ing nt Wonderland, Whiteehapel, of Jack 
Palmer, of Newenstle, and Tommy Burns 
of America, for the heavy-weight, champion- 
ship of thé world. It is only recently that 
Burns defeated Gunner Moir for the tide, 
and, owing to his having guinod that victory 
in wuoh a decisive style, the American was 
strong favourite for last night's contest. 
Palner, however, had muuy friends,’ who 
believed in his ability to bring back to 
Fngland the honour of possessing the 
world’s championship. 

The terms were a contest of 20 three- 
minuse rounds for £500 a-side, and 80 por 
cont, of the gate recripts—T5 per cont. of 
these to go to the winner, whilst the loser 
took the remaining 25 per cent.
